NEW YORK (AP) — It is too 
late now to do mu ch abou t last 
year’s taxes, bu t if you were to 
p lan you r affairs so as to re­ 
du ce next year’s p ayment you 
might consider marriage, hav­ 
ing children, going into debt, 
bu ying rental p rop erty.

Cattle-feeding and oil exp lor­ 
ation are considered risk y en­ 
terp rises, and economically de­ 
sirable as wrell, so the govern­ 
ment feels it mu st mak e it p os­ 
sible to defer or redu ce the tax 
on p rofits so made. 
The cap ital gains tax limits 
to 25 p er cent the tax obligation 
on long-term p rofits from the 
sale of cap ital assets, su ch as 
stock or p rop erty, in order to 
encou rage investments. 
The ordinary individu al who 
lives an u ncomp licated life gen­ 
erally cannot exp ect to benefit 
from these tax shelters or ex­ 
cep tions or incentives or what- 


ever they might be called. Usu ­ 
ally it tak es money to save on 
taxes. 
The 
u ssu mp tiohs on 
which 
tax p rivileges are based has 
distu rbed Congress for 
years 
and may eventu ally lead to an 
overall examination. Ru t that 
still 
leaves 
another 
p roblem 
area: 
su bjectivity of 
ap p li­ 
cation. 
So comp lex have the laws be­ 
come, and so op en to inter­ 
p retation. that the same qu es­ 
tion p u t to several different In­ 
ternal Revenu e Service offices 
is lik ely to elicit as many dif­ 
ferent answers. 
To simp lify the tax law so 
that 
everyone 
p ays 
a 
p er­ 
centage of income, no matter 
how earned, wou ldn’t be the an­ 
swer. That wou ld tax the p oor 
u nju stly, 
redu cing u sable 
in­ 
come in some instances to the 
p overty level. 
There are no easy ways of 
simp lifying the situ ation. Bu t 
there is one simp le qu estion 
that deserves a clear answer: 
Are taxes a means of financ­ 
ing government or a system of 
rewards and p enalties to bring 
abou t social change?

Heredity and environment are 
comp lementary 
factors 
and, 
when work ing together, give the 
individu al Lie best chance of 
becoming a 
healthy, 
matu re 
hu man being. 
A child born with an excellent 
hereditary back grou nd can fall 
by the wayside if brou ght u p 
in a home that is intellectu ally 
imp overished 
a n d 
withou t 
edu cational stimu lation. 
Under those conditions, en­ 
vironment obviou sly can over­ 
shadow hereditary. Similarly, a 
child 
born 
with 
a 
lesser 
hereditary- 
back grou nd 
can, 
with

In a p reviou s colu mn 1 p oint­ 
ed ou t that it is one of the best 
k ep t secrets of p olitical science 
that Congress has the p ower, 
u nder Article III of the Con­ 
stitu tion, to limit the ju risdic­ 
tion of the Su p reme Cou rt on 
virtu ally all of the issu es that 
cu rrently agitate the rep u blic. 
That this has been indeed a 
well-k ep t secret is attested by

In a highly significant move, 
however, Chief Ju stice Warren 
Bu rger himself has not called 
p u b l i c 
attention 
to 
the 
su p remacy of Congress and the 
virtu al constitu tional nak edness 
of the Cou rt. 
The case that p rovided him 
with 
his 
p oint of dep artu re 
concerned 
the 
controversial 
Three Sisters Bridge p roject in 
Washington. D.C. A lower cou rt 
last October once more delayed 
the p roject, fru strating the will 
of Congress, 
and the Nixon 
Administration, which su p p orts 
the p roject, ap p ealed 
to the 
Su p reme 
Cou rt, 
which, 
on 
grou nds that need not concern 
u s here, refu sed to hear the 
case. 
At this p oint things get in­ 
teresting. 
In 
a sep arate bu t 
concu rring op inion, the Chief 
Ju stice declared that he op ­ 
p osed review by the 
Su p reme 
Cou rt only becau se it wou ld 
delay the p roject excessively, 
tak e “ almost a year.” Then the 
Chief 
Ju stice 
clearly 
and 
deliberately called attention to 
Congressional 
s u 
p r e m a c y : 
“Congress,” he said, “ may, of 
cou rse, 
tak e 
any 
fu rther 
legislative 
action 
it 
deems 
n e c e s s a r y 
to mak e 
u n­ 
mistak ably clear its intention 
with 
resp ect 
to 
the 
Three 
Sisters p roject, even to the p oint 
of 
limiting 
or 
p rohibiting 
ju dicial review of its direc­ 
tives.” 
Dramatically 
the 
Chief 
J u s t i c e 
was 
inviting 
the 
Congress to assert its 
p ower 
u nder Article III to limit the 
ap p ellate 
ju risdiction 
of 
the 
Cou rt —■ to reeover, that is, the 
legislative p ower u su rp ed by th 
Cou rt in recent years. It was 
an extraordinary moment. Here 
was the Chief Ju stice himself 
recalling the legislative branch 
to its p rop er constitu tional role 
even at the exp ense of his own 
ju dicial 
branch. 
Thou gh 
his 
langu age was mu ted and legal, 
his move cou ld not have been 
more dramatic. 


Grasp ing the p oint, the New 
York Times screamed with p ain 
editorially: “ Even 
if 
read 
merely as a comment on this 
bridge 
disp u te, 
the 
Chief 
J u 
s t i c e ’ s 
remark s 
are 
gratu itou s and u nu su al. Mu ch 
worse, however, they can be 
read as a p arable on the school 
bu sing controversy.” 
As 
in­ 
deed, the Chief Ju stice no dou bt 
intended them. 
The Times, of cou rse, while 
f r e q u e n t l y 
hailing 
the 
“ revolu tion” wrou ght by the 
broad social initiatives of the 
Cou rt in recent years, is p er- 
f e c 1 1 y 
aware 
that 
those 
initiatives wou ld 
never 
have 


p assed throu gh the deliberative 
p rocesses of Congress. It has 
a su bstantial ideological stak e, 
therefore, 
in government by 
ju dicial fiat. 
Bu t, secondly, why did the 
Chief Ju stice mak e his dramatic 
statement? Beca use he is aware 
of 
the 
c on s t i t u 
t i on a l 
vu lnerability 
of 
the 
Cou rt’s 
p osition, becau se he k nows that 
the p ower of the Cou rt rests 
u 
l t i m a t e l y 
u p on 
p u blic 
acqu iescence, and becau se he 
correctly 
sees 
that 
su ch 
acqu iesence 
today 
dep ends 
u p on 
a strategic retrenchment 
of the aggrandizements of the 
Warren Cou rt.

NEW YORK (AP) — it is too 
lute now to do much about last 
year’s taxes, but if you were to 
plan your affairs so as to re­ 
duce next year's payment you 
might consider marriage, hav­ 
ing children, going into debt, 
buying rental property. 
You might also consider pur­ 
chasing 
municipal 
bonds, in­ 
vesting in cattle-feeding, plung­ 
ing into oil exploration or risk­ 
ing your money on stocks in 
search of capital gains. 
In any of these decisions you 
wouldn't be alone. You would 
instead be in partnership with 
tho tax collector. Uncle Sam 
himself, who feels that for so­ 
cial and economic reasons you 
should receive special handling. 
You can't easily explain the 
subtle 'tuft in tile role of taxes 
from that of financing govern­ 
ment to that of social change, 
but it has taken place. Through 
the lure of tax breaks, govern­ 
ment directs millions of person­ 
al and business decisions. 
The married couple generally 
make out better than the single 
person. 
And 
the 
creation of 
children, which places more de­ 
mands on social institutions, re­ 


sults in deductions. 
The person who runs up debts 
can deduct the interest paid on 
them. 
The 
owner 
of 
rental 
property can obtain quick de­ 
preciation deductions and then 
resell to another owner, who 
can begin the process all over 
again. 
Municipal bonds are tax-free 
partly because 
one 
govern­ 
mental agency doesn’t tax an­ 
other, partly because the feder­ 
al government feels it must en­ 
courage a flow of money into 
municipal improvements. 
Cattle-feeding and oil explor­ 
ation are considered risky en­ 
terprises, and economically de­ 
sirable as well, so the govern­ 
ment feels it must make it pos­ 
sible to defer or reduce the tax 
on profits so made. 
The capital gains tax limits 
to 25 per cent the tax obligation 
on long-term profits from the 
sale of capital assets, such as 
stock or property, in order to 
encourage investments. 
The ordinary individual who 
lives an uncomplicated life gen­ 
erally cannot expect to benefit 
from these tax shelters or ex­ 
ceptions or incentives or what­ 


ever they might be called. Usu­ 
ally it takes money to save on 
taxes. 
The 
assumptions 
on which 
tax privileges are based has 
disturbed Congress for years 
and may eventually lead to an 
overall examination. Rut that 
still 
leaves 
another 
problem 
area: 
subjectivity 
of 
appli­ 
cation. 
So complex have tile laws be­ 
come. and so open to inter­ 
pretation. that the same ques­ 
tion put to several different In­ 
ternal Revenue Service offices 
is likely to elicit as many dif­ 
ferent answers. 
To simplify the tax law so 
that 
everyone 
pays 
a 
per­ 
centage of income, no matter 
how earned, wouldn’t be the an­ 
swer. That would tax the poor 
unjustly, 
reducing usable in­ 
come in some instances to the 
poverty level. 
There are no easy ways of 
simplifying the situation. But 
there is one simple question 
that deserves a clear answer: 
.Are taxes a means of financ­ 
ing government or a system of 
rewards and penalties to bring 
about social change?

Heredity and environment are 
complementary 
factors 
and, 
when working together, give the 
individual tile host chalice of 
becoming a 
healthy,

A child born with an excellent 
hereditary background can fall 
by the wayside if brought up 
in a home that is intellectually 
impoverished 
a n d 
without 
educational stimulation. 
Under those conditions, en­ 
vironment obviously can over­ 
shadow hereditary.

Iii a previous column I point­ 
ed out that it is one of the best 
kept secrets of political science 
that Congress has the power, 
under Article III of the Con­ 
stitution, to limit die jurisdic­ 
tion of the Supreme Court on 
virtually all of the issues that 
currently agitate the republic. 
That this has been indeed a 
well-kept secret is attested by 
the quantity of mail, expressing 
surprise and bafflement, which 
I received 
after writing the 
column. 
In a highly significant move, 
however, Chief Justice Warren 
Burger himself has not called 
p u b l i c 
attention 
to 
the 
supremacy of Congress and the 
virtual constitutional nakedness 
of the Court. 
The case that provided him 
with 
his 
point of departure 
concerned 
the 
controversial 
Three Sisters Bridge project in 
Washington, D.C. A lower court 
last October once mure delayed 
the project, frustrating the will 
of Congress, 
and 
the Nixon 
Administration, which supports 
the project, a p ealed 
to the 
Supreme 
Court, 
which, 
on 
grounds that need not concern 
us here, refused to hear the 
case. 
At this point things get in­ 
teresting. In 
a separate but 
concurring opinion, the Chief 
Justice declared that he op­ 
posed review by the 
Supreme 
Court only because it would 
delay the project excessively, 
take “ almost a year.” Then the 
Chief 
Justice 
clearly 
and 
deliberately called attention to 
Congressional s u p r e m a c y : 
“Congress.” he said, “ may, of 
course, 
take 
any 
further 
legislative 
action 
it 
deems 
n e c e s s a r y 
to 
make 
un­ 
mistakably clear its intention 
with 
respect 
to 
the 
Three 
Sisters project, even to the point 
of 
limiting 
or 
prohibiting 
judicial review of its direc­ 
tives.” 
Dramatically 
the 
Chief 
J u s t i c e 
was 
inviting 
the 
Congress to assert its 
power 
under Article III to limit the 
appellate 
jurisdiction 
of 
the 
Court — to recover, that is, the 
legislative power usurped by th 
Court in recent years. It was 
an extraordinary- moment. Here 
was the Chief Justice himself 
recalling the legislative branch 
to its proper constitutional role 
even at tile expense of his own 
judicial 
branch. 
Though 
his 
language was muted and legal, 
his move could not have been 
more dramatic. 


Grasping the point, tile New 
York Times screamed with pain 
editorially: “Even 
if 
read 
merely as a comment on this 
bridge 
dispute, 
the 
Chief 
J u s t i c e ’ s 
remarks 
arc 
gratuitous and unusual. Much 
worse, however, they can be 
read as a parable on the school 
busing controversy.” 
As 
in­ 
deed, the Chief Justice no doubt 
intended them. 
Hie Times, of course, while 
f r e q u e n t l y 
hailing 
the 
“revolution” wrought by the 
broad social initiatives af the 
Court in recent years, is per* 
f e c 11 y 
aware 
that 
those 
initiatives would 
never 
have 


passed through the deliberative 
processes of Congress. It has 
a substantial ideological stoke, 
therefore, 
in government bv 
judicial fiat. 
But, secondly, why did the 
Chief Justice make his dramatic 
statement? Because he is aware 
of 
the 
c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
vulnerability 
of 
the 
Court's 
position, because he knows that 
the power of the Court rests 
u l t i m a t e l y 
upon 
public 
acquiescence, and because he 
correctly 
sees 
that 
such 
acquiesence 
today 
depends 
upon 
a strategic retrenchment 
cd the aggrandizements of the 
Warren Court.

Signs Of China's Relaxation Toward US. Still Noticeable 


Editor’s Note—The writer ac­ 
companied the U.S. table tennis 
team to China a year ago. This 
in his appraisal of events since 
then.

TOKYO (AP) — Signs of Chi­ 
nese relaxation at home and 
abroad continue to multiply a 
year after Ping Pong diploma­ 
cy dramatically improved rela­ 
tions between the United States 
and Mainland China. 
The indicators of change are, 
in some cases, not much bigger 
than a table tennis bat. But 
taken together they add up to a 
mood the 
Chinese 
have 
not 
known for years. 
Within China, officials have 
encouraged women to abandon 
their drab unisexlook in favor 
of brighter and more cheerful 
clothes. 
They 
also have an­ 
nounced the start of a new ef­ 
fort to Romanize the Chinese 
written language. Once accom­ 
plished this would partly re­ 


move the barrier to China’s 
communication with the rest of 
the world. 
Recently, 
Chinese television 
viewers and moviegoers have 
been treated to livelier fare 
than 
the 
usual 
propaganda. 
There have been few American 
documentaries and movies so 
far. but the idea 
that they 
would be shown at all was un­ 
thinkable 13 months ago. 
At the same time, Americans 
have had a chance to see the 
full-length color film of “The 
Red Regiment of Women,” the 
ballet witnessed by President 
and Mrs. Nixon during their 
February visit to Peking.

relationship

emerged 
from Nixon’s week-long visit to 
China appears to be surviving 
the American air and naval es­ 
calation of the war in Vietnam.

federal drug control laws. 
Merhige’s ruling came as he 
directed the release within five 
days of John Carl English, 23, 
of Virginia Beach, who was giv­ 
en a three-year sentence in 1970 
on conviction of violating the 
“ common nuisance” statute.
